Mother Hits Doctors for Aid 
‘Brush Off’ 


TOWSON, Md.-(U.P.)-A_ grieving 
mother told police today that her 
five-month-old baby died of bronchial 
pneumonia and malnutrition because 
doctors at two Baltimore hospitals al- 
legedly gave her the brush-off when 
she appealed for aid. 

Mrs. Mildred Funderburg, Dundalk, 
Md., told Baltimore County police that 
her daughter, Martha Lee, became ill 
Wednesday and that she took her to a 
private physician at 9 p. m. 

The physician advised her to take 
the child to Baltimore city hospitals. 
At midnight, doctors there told her 
to take the child to Sydenham Hospi- 
tal, where she remained until 6 a. m. 
Then, she said, the child was returned 
to her with the advice that she return 
to city hospitals at 9 a. m. 

But upon her arrival, the mother 
was told to return at 3 p. m. She never 
did. It was no longer necessary. 

Dr. Walter Carmine, county medical 
examiner, reported that Martha Lee 
died of bronchial pneumonia and mal- 
nutrition at 1:45 p. m. 

Mrs. Funderburg is just one of the 
many victims of such “white-livered,” 
heartless, inhumane treatment as 
here reported. Yet, I make no attempt 
to conceal my utter contempt for any 
institution or person guilty of such a 
total breach of oath-binding ethics of 
their mission for the physical care of 
humanity. 

I read the Code of Ethics of the 
profession of medical science signed 
by Dr. Long in Sacramento, California, 
and I said, “Doctor, if you live up to 
this code you will have as high a rat- 
ing with God and man as a minister of 
the gospel could hope to attain.” His 
reply was, “That is the ambition of 
all self-respecting physicians.” The 
code required that faithful, sacrificial 
service be given for the relief of suf- 
fering humanity, and that no dis- 
covery that would be of benefit to 
mankind be withheld or exploited. 
Those guilty of the outrageous disre- 
gard shown the mother of this sick 
baby, which resulted in its death, re- 
minds me of an experience I had at 
a certain Catholic hospital in South 
Carolina. 








I was called to a poor home one cold 

night to find that the man’s wife was 
in such a serious condition he asked 
that I take her to the doctor. I did. He 
advised that we rush to the hospi- 
tal. When we reached the hospital a 
“sister” was in charge and refused to 
receive her. I told her that I was a 
minister and had brought the woman 
as an errand of mercy, that her hus- 
band was a poor but hard working, 
honest man and would do all he could 
to pay the hospital bill. “But,” said 
she, “we don’t have a bed.” I said, 
“You have beds you can have set up 
in five minutes.” “But we just can’t 
take her in without—” “Without you 
are assured pay,” I finished. “You 
know, sister, I’m a_ Protestant 
but I have read much of your church 
history, and I discovered that one of 
the predominant teachings is charity. 
Now it looks to me like you are de- 
parting from your faith in not giving 
this poor, suffering, and perhaps dy- 
ing mother a bed and medical atten- 
tion.” 

“But I can’t take her in.” 

Then I said, “In that case I’ll leave 
her in the car right there. I will not 
move the car.” 

Call it a bluff if you want to, it 
worked. With the quiet, calm and 
saintliness characteristic of a sister, 
she gave orders that a bed be set up 
for the woman. They gave her the 
best of treatment for thirty days or 
longer and returned her to her family 
well on her way to complete recovery. 

I know of no better way of conclud- 
ing this editorial than with the mes- 
sage of the Lord Jesus in Matt. 25: 31- 
46, and it should be sufficient warn- 
ing to doctors and all concerned 
against disregarding the sick and 
needy. 

“When the Son of man shall come 
in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then shall he sit upon the 
throne of his glory: and béfore him 
shall be gathered all nations: and he 
Shall separate them one from 
another, as a shepherd divideth his 
sheep from the goats: and he shall 
set the sheep on his right hand, but 
the goats on the left.

were sitting in the parsonage, together 
with Brother and Sister Clifford God- 
frey, when the recent tornado struck, 
blowing the house thirty yards away. 
Brother and Sister May, Dannie, and 
Sister Godfrey found themselves 
thirty yards away from the wreckage 
of the parsonage (sixty yards from 
where they had been in the living 
room of the parsonage). Brother God- 
frey was killed, Sister Godfrey is in 
the hospital at Little Rock, and Sis- 
ter May is in bed with various injuries. 
Brother and Sister May lost, among 
many other possessions, their car, on 
which they had no insurance—they 
had just bought it four days before.

ALK about your juvenile delin- 
quency in the past few years 
has been cheap. 

Too many Christians have regretted, 
discussed, then ignored the surging, 
swelling current of crime and im- 
morality among teen-agers. Some 
few have sensed that this swaggering, 
public lawlessness barometers an al- 
most universal moral breakdown 
among youth. Most have been prac- 
tically indifferent. 

Sadder still, evangelical Christians 
have largely viewed the problem as 
external to our own tight circle of 
sanctified society. Ostrich-like we 
have buried our heads in the sands of 
indifference or polite alarm, wish- 
fully imagining that our own young 
people are immune to the raging con- 
tagion of lust, lawlessness, and sin. 

It is now time to face the fact that 
the moral standards of born-again 
young people are being tremendously 
influenced by the degraded standards 
of their modern, non-Christian as- 
sociates. Natural law has its analogy 
in the spiritual realm: good apples 
are being spotted through contact 
with the bad. 

Christian parents and pastors must 
take their heads from the clouds of 
unreality and soberly face the fact 
that the devastating immorality pre- 
vailing among high school, college, 
and even junior high school youth is 
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modifying the standards of profess- 
ing Christian young people. 

Here are some hard, indisputable 
facts. The director of a well-known 
youth Bible conference asked me to 
give a sex talk to the teen-age boys 
recently. I prefaced my discussion 
with a questionnaire which the boys 
filled out unobserved and turned in 
unsigned. Every possible precaution 
was taken to make the answers truth- 
ful and sober. The meeting was 
opened and closed with prayer, and 
there was no horseplay or laughing 
at any time. 

These boys came from predomi- 
nantly Christian homes and evangeli- 
cal churches. Most professed to be 
saved; many did not attend movies 
or dances. But what we found from 
the survey caused the director, an ex- 
perienced youth worker of twenty 
years, to say, “I wouldn’t have be- 
lieved it if I hadn’t seen it with my 
own eyes.” 

Seventy-eight per cent of these 
boys between the ages of fifteen and 
twenty reported having had _ illicit 
sexual relations with girls. However 
it is probable that some of the boys 
might have interpreted the question 
as referring to the taking of indecent 
liberties with a girl. The majority of 
these indicated that such behaviour 
occured after their conversion. 


Eighty per cent of the boys reported

being favorable to necking and eyen 
petting (familiarity with a girl be. 
yond kissing and embracing). Only 
nine per cent believed necking was 
wrong. 

Here are typical remarks of the 
boys on this question: “I think it is 
natural (to kiss and caress gir 
friends) . . . I think it depends on the 
girl, but for my girl it is OK. .. Not 
till after three dates . . . It should be 
done in moderation with a Christian 
girl whom you know well .. , OK. if 
you do it in front of the Lord.” 

Twenty per cent of the boys re- 
ported self-abuse. 

Tragedies were sadly indicated in the 
terse statements added by some boys 
to the questions. “It (necking) leads 
to something bigger and is not pleas- 
ing to the Lord,” one boy appended. 
His questionnairé indicated he had 
had illicit relations. 

Another who had also fallen into 
sin remarked, “It (necking and pet- 
ting) is out as far as I am concerned 
from experience, and I have found it 
hard to stop when you start.” 

Sad but illuminating light on the 
cause of the boys’ missteps were the 
questions they voluntarily asked on 
the blanks. Such questions indicated 
almost complete ignorance of basic 
Christian morality. 

Then remember, these boys came 
from good homes and churches, 

Moreover, I believe there is every 
reason to think that the moral prat- 
tices and ignorance found among the 
young people in this Bible conference 
reflects a widespread condition among 
Christian young people everywhere. 
And the blame is not all theirs. 

Victims of universal public schodl 
conditions, the teen-agers today have 
been immersed for ten years or more 
in a stagnant pool of moral filth. It 
begins early in grade school. Dirty 
jokes are not uncommon as low 4% 
second and third grade and are the 
rule, rather than the exception, by 
the time seventh grade is reached in 
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mst cases. Though not so prevalent, 
gif-abuse follows the same pattern.

(hristian ‘youth today has no scruples 
whatsoever against necking, petting, 
free sex discussion. In many cases 
trinity is no longer a pride, but a 
sgn one is old-fashioned and stodgy. 

High-school principals have long 
since ceased being surprised at preg- 
mncies. The sad fact is that these 
we often an indication only that 
the young persons had faulty con- 
taceptives or were too drunk to have 
teen careful. 

Some few will believe this true of 
wsaved boys, but like to believe the 
girls have higher standards. One au- 
thority, however, says if anything, 
girs are worse. Confronted with im- 
mral conditions in his school, a 
high-school principal in Michigan de- 
tied the accusations. When the Chris- 
lian worker challenged him, he sent 
a assistant to examine the lockers. 
When the worker returned empty- 
landed, the principal triumphantly 
declared the charges false. 

“You looked in the boys’ lockers,” 
plained the evangelist. “You went 
the wrong place.”

have lowered standards of moral con- 
duct. Numerous incidents prove it 
true, 

After a series of meetings at one 
Bible school last year, a number of 
students preparing for the ministry 
and mission field confessed to im- 
moral practices. One student stated 
that twenty couples of the _ school 
rented cars in the city on weekends 
to drive to the outskirts of town for 
petting parties and worse. 

This took place on the campus of 
an outstanding evangelical Christian 
college. For several years personable 
campus men upon graduation handed 
down to lower classmen the respon- 
sibility of living with an attractive 
young widow and her teen-age daugh- 
ter several times weekly. It sounds 
unbelievable, but it was common 
knowledge among a small circle of 
those collegians. 

At another internationally known 
Bible school, students last year alone 
knew of more than one instance of 
couples coming back to school early 
for a rendezvous in the large city ho- 
tels. 

When an Inter-Varsity Fellowship 
staff member finished speaking at 
one prominent West Coast evangelical 
church three years ago, a few appar- 


ently earnest young persons asked 
him privately if fornication was sin! 

What has occurred in these three 
schools whose names are synonymous 
with fundamentalism, it is reasonable 
to deduce occurs likewise in other 
vital Christian centers. 

While such extreme incidents are 
not the rule, their very presence in- 
dicates a lowered moral consciousness. 

Cause for this general moral break- 
down extending to our Christian youth 
are several. 

First and foremost is the school and 
social life into which they are plunged 
in earliest childhood, Today even the 
lower grade school playground reeks 
with swearing and dirty jokes, even 
though partially told in ignorance. 
Comic books, the mental fodder of 
children from five through college 
and beyond, are filled with seductive 
women, suggestive situations, and 
minced oaths. Radio programs hold 
their Hooper ratings with filth ped- 
dlers like Bob Hope. 

All external stimuli apart even from 
the taboo movies of the Christian 
home, are designed to excite lust and 
breed familiarity: clothes, advertise- 
ments, even the suggestive way many 
young people walk. 

When dating begins, now usually 
in junior high, the Christian kids

Akin to the parental failure is the 
third cause, the weakness, by and 
large, of preaching and teaching on 
the subject. Those who do pound 
morality and call a spade a spade 
with young people are said to have a 
one-track mind or even a dirty mind 
for suggesting such things. 

I can count on one hand the num- 
ber of frank, scriptural messages I 
have heard on scriptural purity and 
its application. For one reason or an- 
other most pulpits avoid the subject. 
Hence, the young people grow up 
with a Sunday morality. The Bible 
for them is completely “other worldly” 
when it comes to the practical prob- 
lems of morality and clean thought 
life which they need so desperately. 

Many do not even know what “for- 
nication” and “sodomy” mean when 
they read them in the Bible, Adults 
hesitate to explain. Hence, many 
young people can make no applica- 
tion of the frequent scriptural com- 
mands of their own life. Yet we deli- 
cately circumvent putting God’s Word 
in terminology they can understand 
and driving it home with Biblical di- 
rectness. 

It is possible, too, that current over- 
emphasis on the grace of God to the 
exclusion of plain, down-to-earth 
teaching of God’s law and require- 
ments of holiness for Christians 
(reached only through redeeming 
grace) has contributed to the moral 
delinquency in fundamentalism. 

Christian young people today face 
critical moral temptations and deci- 
sions. Left to themselves, they will 
make many wrong decisions and bit- 


terly regret them—later. They need 
a sure voice, frank Bible teaching, 
firm, understanding counsel, 

We must begin to help them now— 
before it is too late.
